Pereonal Exemptions 
On Income Taxes 


In addition to the personal ex­ 
emption of $1.000 for single per­ 
sons and $2.500 for married per­ 
sons living together and for heada 
of families, a taxpayer is entitled 
to a credit of $400 for each de­ 
pendent. defined by income tax 
law and regulations as a person 
under 18 years of age or incapable 
i of self-support because mentally 
or physically defective. The term 
"mentally or physically defective** 
means not only cripples and thoee 
mentally defective but persons ta 
ill health and the aged. 
In order to bo entitled to the 
$400 credit, the taxpayer m ull 
furnish the dependent his or her 
chief support. The credit is baa­ 
ed upon actual financial depend­ 
ency and not mere legal depend- 
encq. For example, a father whoee 
childre receive half or more of 
their support from a trust fund 
or other separate source is not en­ 
titled to the credit. 
Neither relationship nor resi­ 
dence is a factor in the allowance 
of t lie $400 credit for a depend­ 
ent.
